tflition," is the general report of financial 
news gatherers. The election last week, 
which was not favorable to the Republi- 
can cause, had the effect of sending some 
stocks down, but the fear of Bryan's suc- 
cess in 1900 has apparently amounted 
to but little.

facturing: and trading failures, 5-7,823,199 
against f7,S30,Sll in September and ^7,760,- 
8T> in August, include one for -1,000,090 
having no relation to the present state of 
business. 
During the four years iron 


manufacturing failures have not been 
•mailer except in one month, wool manu- 
facturing except in two months, leather 
and shoes and unclassified manufacturing 
except in four months, and cotton nianu- 
ceturing except in six months. 
Of trad- 


ing classes, failures have never been 
t miller in groceries, jewelry and books i 
except in one month, in, clothing, furni- 
ture and unclassified trading except in 
two months, and 10 manufacturing and 11 
trading classes out oi 14 each have never 
reported smaller failures in a third of the 
past 48 months. Improvement sogeneral> 
with a remarkably low average of liabili- 
ties in most classes, has a meaning which 
cannot be mistaken. 


The quiet following the great rush of 


orders and purchases for over two months 
is still increased in many branches by un- 
teasonably mild weather, and yet the 
mills are obliged to re.'use mauy orders 
because unable to finish previous engage- 
ments soon enough. It is in every way 
fortunate for the 
industries and 
the 


would-be buyers, since speculative pur" 
chases would otherwise advance prices so 
fast as to make reaction probable. More 
works have joined the active list, includ- 
ing some long idle, and the production in 
iron manufacture is the greatest ever 
known. 


The iron business is exceptionally good. 


Cotton and woolen manufacture are a 
trifle dull. Print cloths are very low, and 
the price of wool uncertain. Shipmeuts 
of boots and shoes for the week were 
';,000 cases larger than in the same week 
of any previous year, and 10,000 larger 
than in 1892, and orders for winter goods 


< till keep the shops busy. Prices are but 
K shade lower for shoes and leather, whiJe 
hides) are slightly stronger. 


Exports and imports at New York since 


October 1st indicate a larger excess of ex- 
ports than has ever been known, which 
must provide against needs of gold for 
some lime to come. Failures for the week 
have been 276 in the United States against 
SJO last year, and 30 in Canada against 52
